Our view of the mvtter is, that the split in
the Philadelphia Cruneil on the question of a
platform, secures the strength of this new party
in both sections, instead of destroyingit. We
think, too, that, sn agreement, on the other
hand, upon cither a Northern or a Soathern
platform, would have destroyed the party in
one section or the other. By the disagreement,
the Order in both sections remains substantially
intact. They are thrown back, in emch section
and in each State, upon first principles. Slavery
remains an open question, and must so remain,
at least till the ivauguration of & new admio-
istration. In the meantime, no national party
can be formed upon any common declaration of
principles on this vital i:sue of slavery. The
recllees follies and blunders of this ruinous free
poil and secession administration of Mr, Pierce,
have rendered ithe thing impossible—utterly
impoeable.

The failure, then, of the North and South in
this Pbiladelphia Council to sgree upon a com-
mon plasform, amounts to nothing. It leaves
the party preoieely where it stood before—free
in eagh section ard in each State to mot ac-
eording to the circumstances of {ts position un-
til the time shall have arrived for a national
movement upon a common candidate for the
guccession. Nor is it necessary that there
thould be any declaration of a national plat-
form upon slavery if the party can produce a
gound conservative and acceptable man to all
seetions of the couniry. Whether Kansas,
upon her application to come into the Union as
aclave State, shall be rejected or admitted,
can only be determined by Congress. National
Couneils and Conventions can do othing with it,
and they may just as well, theretore, tura over
the subject to the tribunal to which it belongs.

In agreeing to disagree upon this subject of
slavery, the Philadelphia Couucil have acted
judiciously. They have not compromised their
strength in any quarter. They may indulge a
perfect freedom of individual opinion upon
slavery in both sections, and make a common
cauee of union and cohesion upon other iesues
of quite as much importance as slavery ia
Kaneas or the District of Columbia. The
Know Nothings have the materials, and they
bave the examples before them of the election
of General Harrison in 1840, and of
General Taylor in 1848, {o , gunide
them, It is the policy of a general demand
for a new admiuigiration, for retrenchment and
reform in the government, and for a new and
more practical, positive and progressive Ame-
rican policy In the management of our domss-
tic avd forcign affairs, including our Earopean
diplomacy, the finances, the tariff, the army,
the navy, the Post Office system, the public
lands, the disbursement of the spoils, &s. It
was, more or lesg, upon such a platform, Jrop-
ping apny definite declarations upon slavery,
that General Harrison and General Taylor
were 80 triumphantly elected. It isonly upon
fuch a platform tbat this corrupt demncratio
Pierce dynasty can be met aud swept uway by
& great netiopal movement in 1856,

North and South act independently of each
oiber upon elavery, look to the expediency of
securing the State elections, without doing
violence to the prevailing proslavery or anti-
tlavery feeling, as the case may be, and pre-
pare the way for taking the offensive agalost
the democracy upon the merita of this Pierce
dynasty in 1856, and the day is their own.
I'be democratic party are evidently desirous of
ehufiling off from this Pierce, Marcy and For-
ney, this Coehing and Jefl. Davie coocern at
Washington; but they mast be held to it, and
to the main question whetber there shall or
shall mot be a new political dispensation,
““ireeh from the body of the people.”

There is to be an open-air meeting of the
Know Nothings this evening at Philadelphia,
It is a new feature in their party machinery,
and important developements may be expeot:
ed—not of the dissolation of the Know Nothings
in refercnce to the Presidential election; not of
the transfer of the Order in the North to the
Seward coalition; but developements indicat-
ing the coniinued vitality of this new party
in both sections, and in every State for itself
There is to be another open-air meeting of the
gréat gons of the conservative platform of the
Philadeiphia Couseil in the Paik on Mooday
evening, under the auepices of the New York
delegarion. Haviog, as a Northern State, stood
almost alone with the South on the Philadel-
phia mejority plaiform, it is probable that
some attempt will be made at this Park meet-
ing W heep e puily in Mow York to that
poeition. But there is no immediate necessity
for this. The party I New York shoald or-
gunize themselves for the dwreet issues of onr
fall election, and not atiempt any uns:asonable
experiment of o bold conservative movement
upon slavery, against the stiff carrent of this
Nebraska agitation. Aun adkesion at this time
to the Philadelphia majority resolutions would
be playing directly into the hands of the Saw-
ard Holy Alliance. They are chuckling over
the prospect. Let the New York Know No-
things disappoint them, by avoiding a rupture
upen this matter. We must glide with the cur-
rent till we eon stem it

There is time enough yet for the campaign of
‘56 ; but in the interval, the first thing to be
done is to secure the State elections, State hy
State, without breaking to picces upon the
rooks and quickeande of slavery. At the pro-
per time, with the proper man, the Know No-
things, North and South, may be easily rallied
npon the general platform of a new admintétra~
tion, and with the same overwhelming success
as that which marked the Harrison campaign
of 1840 and the Taylor campaign of 1848, The
Americon people desire a new edministration;
snd as ihe goveroment policy upon slavery oan
only he settled by Congress, that subject may
be sefely ignored by the State and national
parly councils of this new American pariy.
The proper man for o new administration will
be the ruling question,

" aey to s succeseful revolution. Monterey has
been taken, under what circumstances we know
not; but the lact seems to be undoubted, and it
will give the revolutionists command of all the
northern departments. Matters seem to tend
towarde a fusion of the revolutionary elements.
Though tbere seews to be no evidence of any-
thing like an understanding between the insar-
gents of the north and the baudit Alvarez,
circumstances may and prebably will render
a coalition between them inevitable, and all
the discontented elements will probably joia
them in a concerted effort to overthrow Santa
Anva, That they will succeed seems more
then likely. Whatever Santa Anuna's desigus
may be, and whatgver of purity there may be
in his motives, the fact becomes clearer and
clearer every day that his power is destined to
be ephemeral. It may be, as his apologists
assert, that he has no other aim in view than
the good of Mexico. Indeed his worst enemies
cannot suggest any form of government for
Mexico, consistent with the preservation of ber
nationality, that would be better fer the coun-
try than the one he has established.

But the more thoroughly demoerstio Institu-
tiove are tried in Mexico, the stronger becomes
the eonviction that they are not suited to the
preeent condition of the peopls of that nation.
It ia very difficult to say where the hiich lies.
It might seem conceited and foolish fo assert
that the Anglo-Saxon is the only race suscepti-
* ble of peaceable self.government; though this
is the clear inference from paat history. Pos-
¢1bly, a better solution of the failure of free in-
stitutions in countries peopled by the yarious
branches of the Celtio race is to be found in tne
fact that ibe people to whom they have been
entrusted have been subjected to tyranny for so
many centuries that they have lost their native
elasticity and self reliance, and will require
nursing for several generations before they can
uee freedom eatisfactorily. But whatever toe
cause may be, the fact iz patent. Neither
Mexico nor the people of South America have
proved themselves competent to erect stable
acd orderly republice. What fortune is des-
tined for them, it is difficult to imagine.
Without foreign interference, they may be
tossed on the sea of revolution for halfa dozen
ge1 erations, and then finally setile down to the
peaceable enjoyment of freedom. How long
the preparatory process may last, no one can
tell; it basaiready lasted over sixty yearsin
France, snd the people se:m no nearer the goal
tban they were under the restoration.

As to Mexico, whose proximity to our bor-
ders renders her movements more interesting
to us than thoee of the States of South Ameri-
oa can be, it seems very doubtful whether she can
reatonably expect to steer safely to prt through
80 tronbled a sea. Nothing is more probable
than that some one of the revolutionary govern-
.ments to which she will fall a prey will con-
trive to embroil her with the United States. In
euch an event, the issue of the contest would of
cource not be doubtful. And the question
would arise wkether it would not be the duty
of this country to use the sdvautage it had
geined to place Mexico on such a foeting that
farther revolutions should be impossible. The
British possessions in India would not have
been eafe for & day had not Great Britain and
the East India Company established & military
government in the peninsula. It seems highly
probable that Mexico would be more pro:per-
cus if the fortifled places were held by a gar-
ricon of United States troops and as much liber-

ty as possible given to the people, than under
any other form of government.

Fuxny Liser Svirs.—The publisher of the
New York Ledger, a weekly paper, published
in this city, informs us that he has commenced
iwo libel suits against two of his cotemporaries:
cue the Philadelphia Times, and the other a
little psper published in this city. He does
not inform us what lawyer he has engaged or
what fee he has paid to him. The cause of
these libel enite, is, however, given, and it is
exceedingly amusing.

Some weeks since, this editor and proprietor
of the New York Ledger announced to the
world that he bad made a contract with
“Faony Fern,” by which he had bound
bhimeelf to pay her ome hundred dollars
per column for ber amusing twaddle, which oar
smiable cotemporary of the Mirror callp “the
most exciting and intervsting literary matter
of the present age.” On the aonouncement of
thiscontrect the journals now sued for libel de-
clared that they didn’t believe it, and couldu's
believe it, and wouldn’s believe it, and shoaldn’s
believe it. The proprietor of the New York
Ledger now brings a libel suil against them
for want of faith.

Now, we propose to make up this matter—'o
compromise thisquarrel. We would advige the
perties who have been sued to plead guilty io

the following words, to wit:—*“We believe that
there is & contract between the proprietor of
the New York Ledger and “Fanny Fern,” by
which the former agrees to pay the latter orfe
bundred dollars per column.

Reerrer For RELiaion.—An educated, intel-
ligent mon, with the natural fnstincts of a gen-
tlemnn or civilized being, will never insalt or
ridicule the religious services or ceremonies of
any eect, no matter how strongly he may dis-
gent from it dootrines. There is an ex-member
of Congress, end en actual State Senator, who
ccoducts an obscure paper in this city, who
vever loses sight of an opportunity of ridien-
ling and ineulting the observances of a partion-
lar sect of Christians, and that sect the most
ancient of the Obristian world. We allude es-
pecially to the tone and temper of the Express
newspaper whenever it happens to touch on the
cercmonies of the Catholie religion.

rons Jo thejr instinets must be low and venal fa
the extreme, and no controversy upon any issuo

between them and an Archbishop can lift them
from the degradation which they so naturally
oeeupy.

Truv or Lymin Core rok Foroxry.—The
second trial of Lyman Cole on & charge of for-
gery on the Chemical Bank, was postponed the
other day at the instance of ths District Attoc-
ney, in order to afford tim+ and opportanity to
bring it up sgain in & more convenient shape.
A good des] of attention has been directed to

this trisl, in consejuence of varioas circam-
stances connected with the parties Implicated,
and which transpired some time ago in the
Western Btates.

Kissane, the associate of Cole on this charge
of ‘orgery, was tried some weeks gince, con-
victed, and is now in the State prison, In addi-
tion to the indictment for forgery pending
against Cole, we believe there is angsher
ageinsihim for frand onan insurance company,
ariging out of the famous Martha Washingtoo
case, which ocourred & few years ago on one of
the Western rivers.

It must be in the recollection of our readers

that Kissane, now in the State prison, and Cole,
who is awaiting his trial on this charge of for-
gery on the Chemical Bank, were both partiesin
various indictments growing oat of that conspi-
racy. The trial of thote indictments oocupied the
courts of the Western Stutes for several years;
out hy eome means or other the parties impli-
cated succeeded in bafiling all the efforts made
to convict them. The insurance companies who
were defranded have, however, followed up the
matter, and have procured indictments in New
York and elsewhere sgainst the two pariies
above named, and their various confederates in
the West. Itlis generally betieved that the ap-
preaching trials of Cole—first, on & charge of
forgery upon the Chemical Bank, and gecondly,
on a charge of fraud upon an insurance com-
pany—will disclose some carious factsa in con-
nection with the band of individuals with whom
they have been connected in Ohio and else-
where for some years past,
- Prodigious effurts were made the
trinls in the West to stifie the investigation,
and to put an end to any farther prosecution of
tbe pertiee. These efforts were mnsuccessful
It is generally believed that similar exertions
will be made here to manage the judges, juries
and lawyers, and so defeat the ends of juatice;
but we feel aseured that no attempts of that dos-
cription can possibly be effective whilst the
public eye and mind are directed to the condact
of the prosecution, the character of the testi-
mony and the finding of the juries

Tue New Haupsame UNitep Srares Sgva-
Tors.—Megers. Hale and Bell have just been
clected by the Legislature of New Hampshire
to the high post of Senators In Congress to
reprerent that State. Both these gentlemen
were in Congress before, and by a revolutioa
of the poiitical wheel had lost their position
and retired into private Jife. In eonsequence,
bowever, of the weakness and folly of General
Plerce, the President ot the United States, in
bis management of the government at Wash
ington, a political revolution, caused by his
acis, has brought back both these gentlemen
inte public life, precisely in the same position
which they formerly occupied. One would
thivk that General Pierce since bis elevation to
the Presidency has been endeavoriag to comply
with the ultra Christian rule of “love your
enemies.”” He bas certainly conferred more
favers on bis political foes than any other man
who has been in power in this country for the
last half century. -

If there were
only ba)f & dozen cases of the kind brought to
light, 1he fact woun!d still be shameful In the
highest degree. And no excuse whatever can
be offered for ihe infamous practices which tha
recent investigation at New Orleans has brought
to light. The fact is, the Post Office is in the
moet disgraceful stute of disorganizatioa from
top to bottom. Nor does theirseem nay reasoa
to believe that any of the other pablic depart.
ments at Washiogton are on a betier footing.
